1, Mille should never bo set for butter in 
n dark, damp collar—as is tha caso with

5. It should never be wiken in a poreon's | 
warm hands, as the heat meliaa certain 
portion of the globules, which ives it an 
oily taste, and makes it becomo rancid 
very s6on, 

6. The milk should bo set in good clean 
tin or earthern pins, ina dry, open airy, 
jad shady place, above ground, if possible, 
| aldiough « collar may be %o built and ven- 

tilated fs to answer the purpose. Tt should 
never set over twenty-four hours in warm 
| Weather; and fora dairy of three cows or 
over, the cream should ‘be churned every 
morning, and never be kept over forty-eight 
hours in warn weathers in cold weather 
it may be kept longer, 

Tt should always be about the same heat 
that milk is when drawn from tho cow, and | 
churned stendily, and I have never known 
it to fail of coming readily, (wo use a oyl- 
inder churns) itis then taken from the 
churn with a wooden butter-ladle into a 
wooden tray, which has been well scalded 
and cooled in pure cold waters the salt is 
thon worked in, to suit the taste, with the 
ladle, whith ensily done, with a little prac:

TIME TO SEP APPLE-TREES, 


October is one of to best months to 
transplant apple-trees, After the frost has 
So nipped the* leaves as to stop tho cir- 
culiition of the sap, the trees may be taken 
up and transplanted, 

It is a question whethor this work is best 
done in the fall orin the spring. Buch 
season las its advantages. We have more 
time in autumn, and so we can easily bank 
up the treé with earth to support ft, and 
to keep away the mice,-we need not be 
afraid to set our best trees as soon as they 
cease to grow. 

If any ong would set trees before the 
frost has nipped the leaves, he may do it 
by first stripping of all the leaves, for these 
will no longer draw fourth the sap, and no 
risk will be run even when the trees are 
taken up in September. 

By throwing alittle bank around this 
tree at this time of year, the labor of stak- 


{ing will be saved, aid the mice will do no 


harm unless the trees are set near some 
old wall, in which case particular care 
should be taken to guard them. 

The mulching may be done in the spring 
after the little mounds are levelled down, 
or it may be done at the tim’ of setting, 
provided proper care he takén to cover tip 
all the straw, &c., about the trees. 

After all, it is but of little consequende 
how or when trees are set, unless you take 
care to procure good ones, If you tuke 
the refuse trees from A nursery, or buy 
them of a strowlitig dealer in cheap quan- 
tities, you may as well set them in ove way 
as another, But good trees will be sure to 
produce fruit by jhe fourth year of setting. 


Wheat, rye, barley, oats, grass, and pota- 
toes, as we learn from all parts of the coun- 
try, never gave more « ountiful promise at 
the same season than they do now. The 
| haryest of winter wheat has commenced in 

Mississippi, Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky 
and coal Illinois, and the yield is likely 
to be considerably above the average of 
past vears, Spring wheat is universally 
promising, and the indications are that the 
yield will be large. The only thing that 
has suffened from the rain is the corn, which 
has been som@vhat retarded in its growth, 
and possibly the seed in some lite planted 
fields inay haye rotted in the ground, But 
under the influence of the favourable weath- 
or of the last three or four days the crop 
has taken a vigorous start, aud the bounti- 
ful supply of moisture with which the 
raat is filled will insurea rapid growth 
forthe next month, There is nothing, then, 
but drouth late in the season to prpzent as 
beautiful a yield of corn as of other crops, 
Let us hear no more croaking until there 
is some real reason forit—Chicago Press.

Capt Crawford with his crew being the 
rightful claimants of tho vessol must Act 
accordingly. Mre Williams also at the 
saino tine, received an official letter, notify- 
ing him of tho transfer, Mr. Anthon, 
Amerloan Vico Consul, then w roto an 
oficial noto to Capt, Crawford, authorizing 
him at once to hoist the American flag on 
board the Henrietta Marie, which was ac- 
cordingly dono at 645 p.m, at suntise 
tho following day the colours were again 
hoisted, and at8 a.m. Mr. Vaughan, assist

CUTTING AN OLD FRLEND, 


Many years ago the good ship Cleopatra 
arrived in Baltimore, with a hundred stoer- 
“go passengers from the Emerald Islo,— 
Among the number wore two young men 
from Tyrone, who Lad iurried Jubt on the 
eve of sailing, and had come’ with their 
buxom brides to seek their fortines in 
America, Tho latter had grown up side 
by sidy from girlhood, and wore intimate 
as sisters, Tho formor were no loss inti- 
mato and attached to each other, 

The names of those adventurers were 
Terenco Leary and his wife Margaret, and 
Andy ©’Shane and his wife Biddy or Brid- 

et. The first idea of coming td America 
had boon suggested by Leary, who was a 
quia intelligentyoung man, and conceived 
the notion that a fortune was to be made 
in the new country across the Atlantic, 
from which ever und anon were coming 
the most lnsuitiog intelligence to the en- 
terprising and ambitious, He had been, 
during two or three years, a gardner for 
an Ivish gentleman, in whose family Mag- 
gy, his wifo, had for some time acted as 
waiting-maid.  O'Shane was a draper’s 
clerk; he had byen better educated than 
Leary, both as regards school and home 
education, and the same could be said of 
Bridget, in comparing her with Margaret. 
Notwithstanding this, the young men and 
their Wives, as has been said, were intimate 
friends, atid when the matter of going to 
America was decided upon by Leaty and 
Maggy, O'Shane and Biddy wero not long 
in making if their minds to go with them. 

After settling for, their passage and en- 
tering the vessel in which they were to sail, 
their joint wealth consisted of but twenty 
sovereigns. ‘This was to be tlie basis of 
their fortunes in the New World. Leary, 
who was a great deal more talkative than 
his friend, had a great deal to say about 
what they should doin America. He pro- 
posed that they should unite their interests 
and stand by each other in good or evil 
fortune, 

‘Heaven knows, Andy,’ he would some- 
times say, ‘that I'd divide me last crust 
with yoes, ony day: And Maggy has the 
same feelin’ for Biddy, bless her sweet soul.’ 
To expressions of this kind the more 
thoughtful and reserved, but equally warm- 
hearted Andy would reply, that while he 
could lift a hand or earn a penny, the 
friends of his early years should be as the 
inembers of his own household. 

With such feelings, and in mutual confi- 
dence, the young emigrants landed in Bal- 
timore, where they soon made the acquain- 
tahce of some of their countrymen, and 
gained a litle information in regard to 
busiuess, and the prospect, before them.— 
Neither of these were Bund to be very en- 
couraging. Leary was the first who ob- 
tained employment; it was in the capacity 
of labor, digging out cellars and foundations 
for houses about being erected. This was 
several weeks after their arrival, and when 
their few sovereigns had become much 
fewer than when they set their foot in a 
land of strangers, Tt was some time after 
this before O'Shane got anything to do, 
and this was not till he had seemnearly his 
last farthing. During the'discoutaging pe- 
tiod that elapsed between the finding of 
work by Leary and the getting of employ- 
ment by O’Shane, not a word was said by 
the former, who had become verysneserved 


toward O'Shane, about dividing” his last 


crust. with him and Biddy, 

A single sovereign remained of the ten, 
\which made the entire wealth of O’Shane 
when he landed in the United States, and 
his chances of getting something to do 
seemed no better than at first. This sov 
ereign ho determined t@ invest in sundry 
small wares, aud try what he could do in 
veddling them about from house to house. 
Tn this he was more successful than he ex- 
pected ; lis profits were, from the first, 
enough to meet his small expenses, and af 
terward to gradually increasa his stock in 
trade, which, from being only the value of 
h sovereign at first, was, in he course of a 
few *ABANhst worth mavy sovereigis, 

The digging of cellars was hard work, 
much ‘harder than attending a gontleman’s 
garden, tnd Leary, as soon as ho saw that 
p'Shane was doing very well at peddling, 
became so much dissatisfied with his em- 
ployment, that he determined to give it up, 
(nd try what he could do with the “pack.” 

He had nearly five sovereigns laid by, and 
Vas about investing those, under the advice 
}f his friend O'Shane, in goods suitable for 
he trade of a parapatetic dealer, when he 
yas taken sick, and lay ill several weeks.— 
lis expenses and doctor's Dill, during this 
ine, took away all of his little capital, and 
je was about returning, with a soured spir- 
t, to his spade and mattock, when O'Shane 
fonerously offered to loan him enough to 
hake a fair start as podlar, With grateful 
telings this kind tender was accepted. 

The interent of tha two young men be- 
hg now more really united than they had 
ft been, and as both were required to be 
uch from home, a simul house was taken 
bowveon them, and theit familios united in 

Ordor to lessen expense. ‘This arrangeiment 
continued for about a year and « half, du- 
ring which period Leary and O'Shane 

roaped a vory fair harvest on their labours. 

At‘the ond of this timo, the formor, having 

saved about three hundred dollars, laid by 

his pack, and opened a “grocery and liquor 

store.” About the samo timo a situation 

at the South, with a very fair salary, was | 
offered to O'Shano, and accepted by him.

SPEECH BY LORD BURY. |” 
In the House of Commons, on the 2nd 
July, on the vote of £3,541 for the Indian 
department of Canada. Yobaharn 
Lord Bury said that when be had the 
charge of the department, he had been di- 
rected to draw up a report, as to the most 
practicable mode of withdrawing this vote 
from the estimates.—That report had not 
teen adopted by the Colonial office; and 
although he could not venture to complain 
of that, he wished to state the reasons why 
he dissented from the principle upon whieh 
the vote was frained. In the report which 
lie had prepared he pointed ont that, if it 
was necessary, this item should be omitted 
from the Sleietie: The best plan to 
adopt would be to pay down a certain sum, 
which, ifadminis! with proper economy 
would render the department self support 
ing. The present state of the Indian de- 
partment was by no means: satisfactory, 
and 1ight easily be amended by putting 
the whole clarne of the department on the 
Canadian Legislature, The committee was 
aware thatthe sum which used to appear 
on the estimate had been groatly reduced 
the sum which used to be employed in 
murchasing presents for the Indians having 
Read no longer needed, and all the money 
now asked for, was for tho sipport of the 
Indian Department in Canada. This eoun- 
try had assumed the care of the Tndians in 
such a manner, that todo away now with 
the support which was granted to them 
would be a breach of faith, He was aware 
that some persons said the Indian tribes 
were in a moribund state, and the sooner 
they wore destroyed the better; but that 
would be no reason, in this opinion, for 
withdrawing all support after this country 
had assumed the care of them. Others, 
again, said that the presents to the In- 
cians produced a demoralizing effect, and 
in that opinion he concurred, for he knew 
that as soon as the rifles appeared, or coats 
or blankets were given to them, they, used 
to soll them, and get very drunk with the 
money, Ife did not Taleo of the system

Kiratly—In churning the cream, enough

tiake the butter come in crumbs: pour off 
tho buttermilk and wash the butter several | 
times in soft ico water, ull thore ceases to 
bo any milky appearance ; during the pro- 
cess of washing, should there ba a solid 
lump of butter large enough to contain a 
j cell of uid, that lump should be crushed, 
and broken into a corresponding size of the 
other crambs, 


Lastly—Wash it ie brine made of rock 


suitably ventilated; care should be taken 
not to have any other moisture in the room, 
like water on the floor, or wet dairy fur 
ture in the room. “When the butter is por- 
rhe dry, pack it. down immediately, and 
let there be ro more ‘working of it than is 
necessary to pack it solid ina jar or tub. 
This will secure unbroken the crystals of 
butter, and its original flavor. 
I can ascertain, there will not exceed one 
ounce of salt to ten pounds of butter, by 
the process of brine salting. But as a geui- 
eral thing, butter made for lospitals, rich 
gouty invalids and sick persons, the salting 
process should be omitted altogether. But- 
ter made in this way, (without salt,) if seal- 
ed in cans or jars and placed in an atmos- 
phe or Gliamber of bin-oxide of nitrogen, 
believe will keep any number of years.
